At present there 
are several distinct 
varieties of Poodle 
on the Continent, 
various parts of 
which are recog¬ 
nized as the home 
of the various types; 
bilt there seems to 
be but one opinion 
amongst naturalists 
as regards his origin, 
which, with a rather 
unusual unanimity 
of opinion, Is alleged 
by writers on the 
breed to hsve been 
the Canii AqnaUcut, 
or Water-spaniel bf 
our forefathers. 

In the “Sports¬ 
man’s Cabinet,” vol. 

1, which was pub- 
ll-bed In London In 
ISO 1, the “ Veteran 
Sportsman,” by 
* whom It Is compiled, 
tatt^s a so far d ffer 
ent view of the case 
as to cause him to 
draw adistlnetlon be 
tween the “ Water 
dog ” and ** Water 
spaniel.” In refer¬

“ noodle' la conspicuous amongst the various epecUtore of 
rirlseldaTviclasttudes of fortune. Thue, as far aa ancestry 
he ib doubtless entitled to the numerous quarterings so 
f»lnkd by the Teutonic nobility. Why, however, the poodle 
Ihonld have been half-shaved from time Immemorial Is not clear, 
nnlMS It be to Imitate the Lion Dog (Canit L*onima\ of which 
.degenerate scion still exists, I believe, In Malta. At the pres¬ 
ent day the poodle Is found throughout Europe, from Amsterdam 
to Naples, where, completely shaven, he may be seen taking his 
esta under the shadow of soma friendly wall or doorway. 
Poodles, however, considerably differ In the various countries. 
Thus, In Eastern Germany and on the confines of Russia he Is as 
a rule black, and the Russian poodle proper should be lithe and 
avlle- while coming more Into Central Germany the black poodle 
sfems to thicken In the legs and to shorten slightly In the muz- 
l e aseumlng more staid, sturdy, and aldermanlc proportions. 
Th'e white poodle also presents marked variations, ranging from 
the great muscular fellow who draws a milk-cart In Antwerp 
and Brussels to his more slender French brother familiarly called 
Voiilon, who Is so constantly met with on the Paris boulevards. 
The kite of the two breeds differs considerably, the larger one 
averaging some 80 or 40 tbs., while the smaller, generally known 
under the name of Barbet, only weighs about half that figure. 
Of the various breeds mentioned the Russian Is the most valua¬ 
ble. As a rule he Is highly Intelligent, and Is altogether a hand¬ 
somer and more gracefully-formed dog, while his coat, being 
black, Is free from that soiled appearance which Is so great a 
drawback to the white breed. The hair of the various breeds Is 
also somewhat different—that of the Russian being more wiry 
and less woolly than the French, who, from the texture of his 
coat frequently merits his pastoral nickname. There Is also a 
' sheep ’ poodle in Germany, but his coat Is long and pendant, 
In bunches something resembling those of the Musk sheep, and 
presenting altogether a heavy and uncouth appearance. The 
poodle appears to have been Introduced Into England during the 
Continental wars at the beginning of the century, although per¬ 
forming dogs were known previous to this era; but he was a 
favorite In France long before that date, and In a fashion plate 
of the time of Louts XVI he Is represented, shaven and shorn, 
begging hard for a biscuit from a child of the period. 

•‘A word, to conclude, about training poodles. Iu the first 
place, teach your dog when you give him hie meal of biscuit, let¬ 
ting him have It piece by piece as every trick Is performed; sec¬ 
ondly, never attempt to teach him two new tricks at a time, 
SDd when Instilling Into him a new trick, let him always go 
through his old ones first; thirdly, never be Ijeaten by him. If—ns 
Is frequently the case with young dogs—he declines to perform a 
trick, do not pass It over or let him go through something that 
he may like better, but when you see that he definitely refuses, 
tell him that be cannot eat without working, and pnt away his 
food for an hour or two. If he once sees he caq tire yon out 
you will have no further authority over him, while If you are firm 
be will not hold out long; and, once beaten, will not make a 
second attempt. It Is, however, a bad plan to make a dog go 
through a trick, which he may apparently dislike, too many 
times during one lesson. A whip Is of little use when training, 
as the dog will learn to associate his tasks with a thrashing, and 
go through them In that unwilling, cowed, tall-between-legs 
fashion which too often betrays the unthinking hastiness of a 
master, and Is the chief reason why the poodle has so often been 
dubbed a spiritless coward. The poodle, properly treated, Is a 
true and intelligent friend, and deserves more attention than Is 
bestowed upon him by English fanciers. 

“ In selecting Poodles the chief points to be observed are:— 

‘J I. The Head .—This should be broad, well developed, and car¬ 
ried high. 

“ 8 . The Muzzle In the French and Russian breeds should ap¬ 
pear comparatively long when.shaven, but In the German some¬ 
what shorter and thicker, while the nose of the first-named 
should be a clear pink, and In the black breed the color of jet. 
The roof of the mouth shonld also be black. 

"3. The Eyet are a great criterion; they should be dark hazel, 
and clear, and look you straight In the face when spoken to; this 
In Itself being no small test of the animal’s Intelligence and pre¬ 
vious training. 

“4. The Kan should be long, and thickly covered with long, 
silky hair. 

“ 5. The Meek should be well proportioned to the size of the 
animal, while the shoulders should be firm, but not too thickly 
set, the fore-legs being muscular, not too long, and perfectly 
straight. 

“ 6 . The Chat and Body .—The chest should be broad and 
fairly deep,‘while the loin should be muscular without being 
thick and ungainly, and well arched beneath. 

“ 7. The Tail , which Is usually considerably docked In puppy- 
hood, should be carried jauntily at about an angle of forty-five 
degrees with his back. A drooping tall Is a great disfigurement. 

“ 8 . The Color shonld be either pure white or pure black, 
though It Is difficult to obtain the latter wlthont a blemish of 
white on the chest. 

‘*9. The Feet should be slightly webbed, and when clipped 
the fingers should appear distinct and well-sbapen. 

“ 10. The Coat of a poodle differs considerably, ranging from 
the wiry horse-hair ot the Russian to the curly wool of the 
French; or, again, to the long ringlets of the corded breed; so 
that It Is difficult to lay down any general rule, save that the hair 
should be exceedingly thick and of a fine, springy texture, which, 
while completely free from grease, should wear a well-groomed, 
glossy aspect. 

“ if possible, It would be well to see him have a run, as there Is 
a wavy, snake-like motion Imparted to the back of every well- 
bred poodle, which decreases as age creeps on, when he becomes 
more staid and sober. Care should be taken In purchasing pup¬ 
pies not to part them too early from their mother, or to expose 
them to cold, aa Infantile poodles are exceedingly delicate, and 
are rapidly carried off by an attack of bronchitis or pneumonia ” 

In the present day we find mention by numerous authorities 
of at least three or four different varieties of poodle. Some 
writers, Indeed, extend the number of distinct sorts to even 
more, bnt we confess that the difference between some of the 
varieties appears to ns to be so subtle as to become hardly dis¬ 
cernible. For our own part we feel strongly Inclined, from con¬ 
versations we have held with gentlemen Interested In and ac¬ 
quainted with the breeding of poodles, to divide that breed Into 
but two distinct classes, viz., the curly-coated and the corded- 
coated poodle. The former is most certainly the commoner va¬ 
riety, and may in Its turn be sub-divided into two branches, viz., 
the large and the small sized, as the structural development of 
each sub-variety Is essentially the same. Those Continental 
authorities, on the other hand, who add a third or medium- 
sized to the curly-coated variety, by doing so, In our opinion, 
open the door to difficulties In breeding which we think could 
easily be done away with. When the chief distinction between 
dogs or a similar type resolves Itself merely Into a matter of 
weight, It can hardly be successfully contended that the animals 
belong to different breeds, and If only for simplicity's sake this 
slight distinction might be advantageously abolished In the In- 
teresta of the breed. 8 uch expressions aa “ Der groaee Pudel,” 
°sr mlttlare Pudel,» and “Der k|elne Pudel,° look well on 


paper, but when these formidable adjectives are simply translated 
Into large, middle-sized, and small, their value comes to be con¬ 
siderably discounted; and we do not believe that even those 
writers, who for their reputation’s sake have to notice them, 
really believe In the desirability of such distinctions being per¬ 
petuated, 

The large-sized poodle Is essentially a Continental eportsmao’B 
dog, and Is by many of them considered in that capacity almost a 
paragon of perfection. He is quickly broken to gun, and can 
be taught anything In the way of tricks. His devotion to bis 
master la beyond any question, and, as a descendant of the Canit 
Aqualicut, It may be surmised that he takes to water kindly. 
Under such circumstances It can hardly be surprising that the 
poodle Is a general favorite, and set great store by In countries 
where the good qualities of our English sporting dogs are either 
unknown, or the dogs themselves cannot be procured. 

The small breed, on the other hand, though equally Intelligent, 
are naturally enough Inferior as sporting companions, and may 
therefore be considered more In the light of toy dogs, even on 
the Continent, than their larger relatives. 

The corded poodle, is, however, a totally different dog In ap¬ 
pearance to the curly-coated ones alluded to above. Though the 
structural development Is the same, the vast difference In coat 
proves the distinction between the two varieties. Instead pf 
the thick curly coat which Is possessed by the large and small 
curly-coated dogs, the jacket of the corded poodle appears at first 
sight to consist entirely of lengths of twisted cords or rope, 
which give the dog a most peculiar appearance. There is a com¬ 
plete line down the skull, neck, and back; the cords of hair 
hanging down and sometimes trailing on the ground from this 
line. The tall Is also fully furnished with “ cords,” and the only- 
parts exempt are the muzzle and feet. It Is not often, however, 
that this variety Is met with In this country, atpl the best collec¬ 
tion we remember to have ever come across at English shows 
was at the Nottingham Canine Society’s exhibition In 1876, 
when three or four excellent specimens faced the judges. 

Herr R. Von Bchmledeberg, the great German authority on 
canine and sporting subjects, kindly writes to us as follows: 

“ We distinguish two breeds of poodles, one the woolly breed, 
or as we say, the Schaaf Pudel —sheep poodle. The other Is 
the Schoner Pudel— pedigree poodle. The former has long, 
woolly hair, which naturally forms little bunches, but which by 
combing becomes silky, and forms single hairs. The latter has 
Its hair grown In long spirals, Which sometimes touch the 
ground, even from the ears and tall. Some writers distinguish 
poodles from each other on account of their size, but that Is not 
correct. Poodles have all other peculiarities alike. Color Is 
either white or black, and sometimes brown, which is considered 
a bad one. White ones with black or brown patches appear also, 
but they are discarded. The long curly hair grows on the whole 
body, even on the muzzle and the legs. Frequently It Is shaven, 
so that there la a sort of moustache growing round the nose; the 
feet are also shaven from below the knee. 

“ The first record we have of the breed Is by Conrad Gessner In 
1555, but It seems the ancients knew the breed, as little poodles 
are represented upon some monuments about the time of the 
Emperor Augustus, about A. d. 30.” 

The engraving which accompanies this chapter represents both 
the above-described varieties, one of which Is trimmed In the 
manner described. 

The following may be taken to represent the points of the 
poodle: 

Skull high and well domed. 

Muzzle short and rather blunt. 

Eyet rather small and dark, but very Intelligent. 

Ears large, and lying flat to the head. 

Body moderately long, with a deep chest. 

Lege thick, and rather short. 

Coat either very tightly curl*d, or corded as above described. 
In any case the jacket must be thick and dense. 

Color , white or black. The latter Is far rarer than white, and 
especially so In the case of the corded varieties. An excellent 
black-and-white pled specimen, called Domino, was exhibited at 
the Brighton dog show In 1879, but his peculiar markings appar¬ 
ently did not find favor with the judges, for he failed to secure 
a prize. 

Tall, generally docked. 

General Appearanee. —An active and highly-lntelllgent dog, 
capable ot great speed and exertion on land or in water. 

A r . B. —It is customary to shave curly-coated Poodles, at all 
events In the Summer months, In a rather peculiar and quaint 
manner. The muzzle Is shaven with the exception Df a good- 
sized tuft of hair on either side of the nose, which corresponds 
»Ith the moustache of a human being. The rest of the head, the 
neck, chest, fore-quarters, and fore legs, are often left Intact, 
the shaving commencing again two or three inches behind the 
fore-legs. This Is not alwayt the case, as It gives a heavy ap¬ 
pearance to the dog, and many only dip to Just above the elbow, 
with a bracelet of balr left on the pastern. This results In all 
the body being bare with the exception of a patch on the out¬ 
side of each thigh, a little above and behind the stifle Joint. 
The hind legs are usually shaven down to an Inch or two above 
the hocks, and a tuft Is left on the eDd of the tail. All the feet 
are shaven. Of course, corded poodles are not subjected to this 
ordeal, their personal attractions being considered sufficiently 
powerful not to necessitate the assistance of art. 

The following are the measurements of Mr. T.H. Joyce’s Rus¬ 
sian Poodle Posen. This dog Is a male, weighing 91 lbs., and aged 
3$ years. He measures from nose to stop, 3$ Inches; atop to 
top of bead, 4 Inches; length of back, 17 Inches; girth of muz¬ 
zle, 9$ Inches; girth of skull, 14 Inches; girth of neck, 12$ Inches; 
girth of brisket, 17 Inches; girth of shoulders, 21 Inches; girth 
of loins, 14 Inches; girth of fore-arm, 5 Inches; girth of pastern, 
3$ Inches; height at shoulders, 20$ Inches; height at elbows, 10| 
Inches; height at loins, 20$ Inches; height at bock, 5$ Inches

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TUB TRUFFLB-DOG. 


The trulfie-dog la nothing more or less than a bad, small-sized 
poodle, and Is never, or very rarely, met with under tbo designa¬ 
tion truffle-dog. Its cultivation Is due to the existence of truf¬ 
fles, which It is employed to discover when they are lying In the 
ground by the help of Its acute nose. Any credit, therefore, at¬ 
tained by the truffle-dog la certainly due to his better-bred rela¬ 
tive, the poodle, aa the main distinction between the two lies In 
tbe former being the leggier dog of the two, and therefore 
further remarks on the points ot the truffle-dog would be super¬ 
fluous.

The Principles of Breedlng.T-Part III.

The closing topic of the last paper was reversion. It Is here 
propbeed to examine other common forma of variation. Domes¬ 
tication Itself, with Its complex and ever-varying life conditions, 
Independently of conscious or unconscious selections, Is probably 
the most potent of all agencies In producing changes In the ani¬ 
mal organism. It Is a fact with which everybody Is acqnalnted, 
that all domestic animals are more variable than wild animals of 
the same sort. When domestic animals become feral, they soon 
reach a uniform type, and thereafter cease to vary to any extent 
which la discoverable upon a superficial examination. Whether 
they always retrograde toward the original wild type from which 
they were derived, Is not now the question. The most obvlons 
and Important differences between the life conditions of wild and 
of domestic animals are these: In the wild animal’s case, the 
food supply Is reduced to a minimum, and the exertion necessary 
to obtain It Is Increased to a maximum. The domestic animal, 
on the contrary, has his food supply Increased to a maximum, 
and his exercise reduced to a minimum. The peculiar structural 
development necessary to adapt the wild animal to his life condi¬ 
tions, Is nearly tbe opposite of that which Is beet suited to the 
ease and comfort of domestication. Comparative dUnse of the 
locomotor machinery of the animal follows domestication, where¬ 
as, a great Increase of labor Is thrown upon the digestive, respir¬ 
atory, and tbe whole set of nutritive functions. Those who know 
least of physiology, know that the organs which minister to the 
diminished functions will fall short of their former development; 
whereas, on the contrary, those organs which administer to the 
Increased functions must needs undergo Increased development. 
Hence, It appears that tbe change from the feral to the domestic 
state Is necessarily followed by great structural changes. But 
one Important set of organs cannot change by themselves, with¬ 
out all tbe organs accommodating themselves to the change. 
That these correlated changes take place together, In accordance 
with definite laws, Is certain. The fact that we are not, In the 
present state of our knowledge, acquainted with those laws, does 
not alter the case. It Is a fact, made plain by the most ordinary 
observations, that all domestic animals vary greatly. Their life 
conditions vary constantly with their ownership, and their own 
variation Is the natural and necessary consequence. It Is true, 
that all our present Improved breeds have been brought to their 
present degree of excellence through selection and skillful breed¬ 
ing; yet, without skillful management of tbe food supply, and 
exercise, shelter, education of Instincts, and general treatment, 
selection and breeding would amount to little. Not only could 
Shorthorns never have been made on thin pastures and scant 
food, but, If the best of them be now subjected to these unfavor¬ 
able conditions, tbelr deterioration will be prompt and rapid. 
Certainly mere feedlog and shelter are not capable of making a 
breed. Generous treatment, combined with skillful selection and 
judicious mating, are all necessary elements in tbe formation of 
a valuable type or breed of domestic animals. Wlthont what is 
called high keeping, no skill of the breeder will avail much. Tbe 
breeder must, therefore, be careful to acquire, In the first place, 
skill aa a feeder and trainer, and then he must seekto possess the 
most complete anatomical knowledge of the whole structure of 
his animals, so that he may comprehend the true significance of 
every detail of the external form. How else can be comprehend 
tbe correlations between the points of the form and the qualities 
of the beast? whereas, falling here, will not all his operations be 
random performance* with varying results'? Whenever an ani¬ 
mal dies, the breeder should perform a dissection of It and ex¬ 
amine tbe condition of all the vital organs; and whenever one la 
butchered, he should take advantage of the opportunity to ren¬ 
der himself familiar with all tbe parts of the organism In their 
natural position, and presenting tbe characteristic appearance of 
health. In no long time he would thus become a pretty thor¬ 
ough, practical, comparative anatomist. If, Instead of compet¬ 
ing with tbe common schools In elementary drill, our universi¬ 
ties would support chairs of anatomy aDd physiology, embryol¬ 
ogy, etc., those who desire to perfect themselves rapidly In such 
sciences, would be able to do so. As the matter now stands. In 
this country at least, those Who wish to do so must depend 
largely upon their own Resources and efforts. The lack of 
scientific knowledge may be compensated In some degree by loag 
experience and practice, and It Is wonderful to wbat a degree 
some whom tbe school men would call Ignorant.bave trained and 
perfected their perceptive faculties and powers of observation. 
In this way they appreciate, with remarkable quickness and pre¬ 
cision, variations undlscoverable by the nnpracttced eye. ODly 
those who have given close and long-continued attention to the 
subject are prepared to comprehend bow great an improvement 
may be made In any race or breed of domestic animals by per¬ 
sistently selecting and breeding for the slightest possible varia¬ 
tions In the direction of tbe desired Improvement; and If, at the 
same time, the food supply and other conditions be so skilfully 
managed as to sustain and promote the tendency to vary In that 
direction, substantial Improvements may be effected In a wonder¬ 
fully short space of time. Bo great Is the power of selection in 
modifying animal forms, that La Marck, Wallace, Darwin and 
other naturalists have considered the principle of natural selec¬ 
tion sufficient to account for the existence of every species in 
the form In which It 1 b now known to science. The writer, 
as the readers of the Planter know, wholly dissent* from that 
view of nature, but he Is, at the same time, profoundly 
Impressed with the modifying power of the principle, and he 
gives these great writers full credit for the great mass of facts 
they have brought to bear In support of tbelr views. It does 
not appear strange that some writers should take the extreme 
position that food and surroundings, or the conditions of their 
lives In domestication, have brought all our Improved breeds to 
their present condition of excellence, after having studied such 
powerful authors as Darwin, Huxley, aDd Spencer, on the theory 
of natural selection. It Is Indeed, as above remarked, certain 
that only In tbe midst of such favorable conditions coaid such 
breeds have been formed, even by tbe most sklllfnl selections, and 
the most scientific mating. For natural selection Is nothing but 
the modifying power of the life-conditions to which the animal 
Is subjected. In a state of domestication, the llfe-coDdltlons of 
the animal are directly within the control of tbe breeder. If It 
be the purpose of the breeder to produce animals which shall 
furnlBb the greatest amount of bntcher’s meat, at the least cost, 
he takes care that their exercise shall be reduced to the mini¬ 
mum, and their food supply be raised to tbe maximum consistent 
with health, and that they are protected from Inclemencies of 
weather. Under these circumstances, he know* they will them- 
eelves acquire the highest development of the sctlvltlee of the 
nutritive functions, and will also transmit the tendency which 
they have acquired to their offspring. Again, from another 
point of view, be selects those Individuals for mating possessing 
such an organization as experience has shown best adapt them 
to their life conditions, which he Is so careful to provide for 
them. Such an organization as fits them to make the greatest 
number of pounds of butcher’s meat, In the least time, and from 
the smallest quantity of food. In mating hie animals, he Is 
further guided by bis knowledge of the laws of hereditary de- 
| scent, and th* results of direct experiment. In all breeding 
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oneratlone, there Is a certain adaptation of the breed to the lo¬ 
cality, which cannot be Ignored. Shorthorns cannot be success¬ 
ful bred In the pine barreoB of the Atlantic coast region. 
Soutbdowns will thrive where Cotawolda will starve. If, then, 
Shorthorns should be taken from the blue-grass fields of Ken¬ 
tucky or the river bottoms of Southwest Virginia, to the woods 
of Eastern North Carolina, no breeder whoever lived could keep 
them up to their highest form In the face of so adverse a situa¬ 
tion Even ir the lack of natural pasturage be supplied, at 
whatever cost, by super-abundant food ,of the most nutritious 
kinds there will remain a malarious atmosphere, beat, drouth, 
and the torment of pitiless swarms of files, mosquitoes, tick*, 
and other pestiferous Insects, which, taken together, will utterly 
subvert, the wisest efforts of the alert breeders, backed by the 
nrofoundest knowledge of anatomy, physiology, and the laws of 
hereditary descent. Common sense, which Is but experienced 
Judgment with regard to the common things of life, here over¬ 
rides science and skill, and becomes superior to both. Common 
sense dictates, that. If any man hopes to succeed as a Shorthorn 
breeder he must take them to a climate, soil, and locality which 
sultB them. That which Is true of Shorthoros Is true of every 
other breed of animals; they must be placed In the midst of nat¬ 
ural surroundings, suitable to their organism, or they cannot 
maintain their excellence. Of that whole region of country ex¬ 
tending from the eastern base of the mountains to the beach 
sands of the Atlantic, It may be said, that It is a regtou tho fit 
home of small and active breeds of domestic animals. Of the 
Devon and the Jersey rather than the Hereford and the Short¬ 
horn- of the Southdown and the Merino rather than the Cota- 
wold and the Oxfordshire-down; of the thoroughbred atid the 
Morgan rather than the Percheron and the Clydesdale. 

In the next place, we notice as prominent among the more 
prominent causes of variation, crossing the breed. If two 
species be crossed, the hybrid offspring cannot reproduce their 
kind- and these hybrid offspring, In the first generation, will he 
quite uniform iu character. If two varieties or breeds of the 
same species be crossed, the offspring are mongrels; they may re¬ 
produce their kind. In the first generation they are observed to be 
far more variable than is the case with hybrids. Nevertheless 
the first generation of mongrels are apt to be tolerably interme¬ 
diate In character between their two parents. But, when pairs 
of the first generation of mougrels are bred with each other, the 
second generation varies to an extreme degree, and fit requires 
great care, patience, and skill to establish anything like uniform¬ 
ity. But, If female mougrels be bre.l to pure males of tbe type 
of either pirent, but little variation will be observed lu the sec¬ 
ond generation, and if pure males from the same breed be con¬ 
tinuously used, that type will be completely re-established, and 
very satisfactory uniformity regained Id a very few generations. 
Lord Oxford’s celebrated greyhounds lost their oourage so that 
they would overtake, but would not pull down the quarry. He 
crossed them to bull dogs, and bred the cross-bred females back 
to the greyhounds. At the seventh cross back they were exam¬ 
ined by Zouatt, and to tbe skilled and practiced eye of that cele¬ 
brated comparative anatomist, not a trace of the form of the 
bulldog rematued. but tbe fierce pluck and courage derived from 
the outcro6B remained unimpaired. On the other hand, It would 
accord with all experience that discouraging and well-nigh Insur¬ 
mountable variability should be encountered in an attempt to 
establish a breed of dogs Intermediate In character between the 
bulldog and the greyhound by inter-breed|ng cross-bred mon¬ 
grels. Why under the circumstances described, this variability 
should be encountered, does not readily appear. Neither Is it 
easy to comprehend why hybrids should vary less iu tbe first gen¬ 
eration than moDgrels. When a breed of animals has recently 
varied, they are apt to vary In a much more extreme degree as the 
effect of any disturbing cause,thaD a breed which has long held true 
to a fixed type. If two breeds of old and strongly defined types 
be crossed, tbe offspring will approach more nearly the character 
of hybrids than the mongrels bred between recently established 
breeds. If an old breed of Btrongly defined type be crossed with 
a breed of recent origin, tbe mongrels will, for the most part, 
resemble the older and best defined of the parent breeds; for a 
breed of recent origin possesses already something of the un- 
fixedness of ordinary moogreW, and a well established type Is sure 
to be prepotent In such a cross. It appears often to be easier to 
establish a new breed by mongrellzlng three or tour breeds, than 
when two only are crossed. That (b to say, Instead of trying to 
effect a direct mixture between two Btrongly marked types, It 
would be easier to amalgamate their characters by first mongrel¬ 
lzlng both breeds, and so break up both types; after which, by 
selection, tbe good points of both breeds may be more readily 
concentrated In one Intermediate group, constituting the new 
breed. Let the problem be, for example, to Increase tbe size of 
tbe Soutbdowns by a cross Instead of crossing direct with the 
Oxfordshire, or the Hampshlre-downs: it would be better to mon- 
grellze tbe Oxfordshire and Hampshlre-downs, and then upon 
ewes so bred, to use Southdown rams until the. third or fourth 
pure cross had been made, selecting for 6lze all the time; then 
interbreeding, so as to fix the characteristics of the modified 
type. The object of the preliminary cross would be to Insure tbe 
prepotency of tbe Soutbdowns In the future crosses, and thus 
more readily to secure the modification without setting up an mi- 
controllable* variability. Tho results of further experiments In 
this direction would posseBB great Interest and value. The Writer 
has had great experience In crossing setters and pointers, and lias 
found that In the first cross the breeds scarcely blend at all. If 
tbe mongrels are (nter-bred, as Is always to be expected, the 
utmost variability Is encountered. But If the dropper bitches be 
bred to pure males, either pointers or setters, all traces of tbe 
outcross are quickly absorbed by tbe pure type, as far as relates 
to form, whereas the modified qualities remain long after the 
pure type Is fully re-established, In so far as It 1 b expressed In the 
external qualities, form, etc., just as In the case of the bulldog 
ou cross on Lord Oxford’s greyhounds, as described by Zouatt. 
If Mr. Laverack’6 strain of the English setters were crossed with 
the Irish red setters, It Is very doubtful whether the typeB would 
readily blend, and the mongrels, If Interbred, would eiblblt the 
usual variability. But If the red Irish dogs were bred to 6ome of 
the bitches Mr. LlewcUyo has bred by a modifying outcross upon 
the Laveracks, the Irish 'ype would certainly predominate lu 
that cross, but tbe mongrellzed bitches of that cross, though pos¬ 
sessing the characters of the Irish, would now yield to the pre¬ 
potency of the Laverack sire. After a few crosses back to pure 
Laverack, the offspring being interbred would probably exhibit a 
more or less distinct blending of tbe type with tbe Laverack pre¬ 
dominating. Tbe result of such Indirect crossing would proba¬ 
bly be much more 8atlsfactory,thau auy attempt to blend tbe two 
types by a direct cross. It certainly appears strange that It 
should be easier to establish a new type or breed as the result of 
Indirect and complex, than of direct crosses. Nevertheless, there 
appears to be much evidence going to show that it la trus. As 
to the less variability of hybrids In the first generation than of 
mongrels, It seems to admit of explanation from Ihe difficulty of 
blending strongly defined types, and tbe prepotency of one breed 
In tbe cross, causes the likeness of that breed to exhibit Itself In 
all tbe Individuals, and hence results a striking uniformity In 
the hybrids, as In the case of common mules; being all strongly 
asslnlne In character, they resemble each other. It frequently 
happens, however, that when strongly marked breeds are crossed, 


and the types fall to blend, reversion takes place to the form 
of a very remote ancestor. It is not unusual when the most dis¬ 
tinct breeds of pigeons are crosaed, that reversion to the type of 
the original Wild Rock pigeon appears. The difficulty of blend¬ 
ing distinct types, and also the advantage of breaking up the type 
of one element lu the cross by mongrellzlng the dams to be bred 
to pure sires, Is strongly put by a French breeder, M. Mallngle 
Nouel. He found that the prepotency of the French ewes ren¬ 
dered It nearly Impossible to Improve them by the use of English 
rams. “ It appears, then,” he remarks, “ that since one could 
not Increase the purity and antiquity of the blood of the rams, he 
must diminish the resisting power, viz.: the purity aud antiquity 
of the ewes, by mixing the blood." In accordance with these 
views, he mongrellzed his ewes by crossing four of the French 
breeds. "These bred to the purest English rams, one obtains 50 
per cent, of pure English blood, and Ifj per cent, of each of tbe 
four French breeds, which are Individually lost lu tbe preponder¬ 
ance ot English blood, leaving the Improving type in the 
ascendant." But, he proceeds to say wbat was still more 
decisive, "when the last mongrels In which the English typo was 
so predominant were Interbred, only slight variations from tbe 
English type appeared in the first generation, and In a few more 
crosses these disappeared, and a breed of the English type was 
established on French soli. Such was the origin of the Chamois 
breed of sheep." Tbe history of tbe breeding of that celebrated 
flock Is well worthy of careful study. There were many facts 
which go to show that the Improving type In any system of 
crosses may be easily kept in the ascendant by judicious manage¬ 
ment, and, as In'the Chamois breed of sheep, fixed at tbe desired 
point by Interbreeding and weeding out all aberrant specimens. 
The precise number of crosses of pure males od mongrellzed 
females, needed In any case, to fix the modified Improving type, 
must be left to the experience of the future to settle, by In¬ 
ductions broader than those we now possess. We think, 
however, that not more than from three to five crosses 
will be needed in any case, until the tnterbreedlng 
process for fixing the modified type may be begun. Of course, a 
single outcross may be made to a pure breed, and a few crosses 
back to the Improving type, and then the mongrels Interbred to 
fix the type at the desired point. But It appears likely that bet¬ 
ter results will be obtained by a preliminary mongrellzlng of the 
type to be used as an outcross, as lu tbe case of the Chamois 
flock. At present, only oplnlous can be given upon these very 
Important questions, verifications are lacking; yet we may safely 
conclude that the main causes of variation In the breed are varia¬ 
tions In the life condlttous, especially of tbe food supply and cross 
lng distinct breeds; and tbe chief methods of fixing the type are 
selection and Interbreeding. As the type becomes clearly defined 
and distinctly fixed through the operation of uniform usage, selec¬ 
tion and interbreeding, prepotency Increases In the breed; where¬ 
as, when it comes to pass, that from any cause the type Is bro¬ 
ken up,and there remains nothing definite to transmit, prepotency 
Is lost, and varlatlou runs to extremes. 

In the next place we may pass ou to consider the laws of cor¬ 
relation. Pfobably every change In the structural developmeut 
of any one of the organisms results In correlated changes lu every 
part of the organism. The same correlallou of function, proba¬ 
bly, exists among the various organs, while between structural 
and function a most Intimate relationship clearly e.xlsts. Many 
of these correlated,or mutually Interdependent structural changes 
of various orgaus, and groups of organs, have beeu observed by 
breeders aDd studied by comparative anatomists; but tbe full sig¬ 
nificance of this law of correlation Is scarcely yet developed. 
Nutrition Is the modus o/aroudi of development, and of the re¬ 
newal of molecular life In all tbe. organs and tissues of the body. 
Tbe term Includes all those progressive metamorphoses, which 
alimentary materials undergo In this formation of living tissue, 
and the retrograde metamorphoses through which living tissue 
become dispersed again In tbe form of mineral matter. An anal¬ 
ysis of the great functions which contribute to these various met¬ 
amorphoses will form a good foundation for the systematic study 
of the law of correlation. Digestion, circulation and respiration 
are the foundations of life. Animal food contains two classes of 
substances—those which contatu nitrogen and those which con¬ 
tain no nitrogen. Starch, sugars, oils and fats are characteristic 
substances, containing no nitrogen and designated carbon hy¬ 
drates, since they consist of carbon and tbe elements of water. 
OluteD, albumen, casein and Blmllar bodies contain nitrogen, and 
are called albuminoids. Possibly the sole function of tbe carbon- 
hydrates Is to enter Into combustion with oxygen, for the pur¬ 
pose of sustaining tbe temperature of the body. Albuminoids 
alone can nourish living tissue, but any excess of albuminoids 
over the demand for nutritive purposes may be disposed of by 
oxidation, and this help, with animal beat, or first being split up 
Into urea and fat, the fat may be burned lu the respirator; pro¬ 
cess, and tbe urea excreted. Now, the function of digestion has 
for Its object tbe separation of these nutritive and combusti¬ 
ble materials from tbe crude substances, with which they co-ex- 
lst In the usual forms of animal food, the crude, Insoluble and 
useless materials being excreted. Tbe gastric juice dissolves tbe 
albuminoids In ibe stomach, and they are absorbed and carried 
directly to tbe portal veins. Tbe fats are not acted on by acid, 
but, passing Into tbe lengthened coll of small Intestines, there 
meet an alkaline fluid furnished by tbe liver and tbe pancreas, 
and are thereby dissolved and absorbed by a proper system of ab¬ 
sorbents, and all these materials meet and mingle with tho blood 
of the system In the right side of the heart, when the function of 
digestion is complete. But Ibis block fluid 1s not yet fit for the 
nutrltlou, or the renewal of life In the t'esue. It must first be 
aerated In the lungs. The stomach and lungs must, therefore, co¬ 
operate lo their functlous. It will do no good, but harm, for the 
. stomach to furnish more blood material than the lungs can lerato; 
nor Is It of any use to have lungs of greater capacity than enough 
to serate the blood. All the powers of life depend absolutely up¬ 
on tbe nutritive functions, and are exercised at tbe expense of 
It. Digestion, circulation, teratlon, nutrition, retrograde meta¬ 
morphoses of effete tissue, and excretion, form a sort of vital 
circle, of which respiration Is tbe center. In the four-footed 
beast, a Bbort face Is correlated with a short foreleg, a short fore¬ 
leg with a well sprung rib; a capacious chest, containing a pow¬ 
erful heart and ample, expansive lungs; ami all these with great 
digestive powers and aptitude to lay ou fat, and through rapid 
growth and development, such a bea6t comes to early maturity. It 
does not matter what sort ot an animal It Is. Chicken-breasted 
men have long arms, lean bodies, large bones, small muscles, bad 
appetites, dyspepsia, bolls, tumors, cancers aud tubercles. If, 
then, one breeds animals with long heads and forelegs, coarse 
bones, flat ribs, be will breed those that are hard to keep, slow 
to mature, difficult to fatten, unprofitable to handle. Again, of 
animals having horns, especially cattle, It (6 found that horn and 
hide are correlated In character, and are coarse and fine together. 
A big, coarse horn In a cow or bull, or steer, Indicates, before you 
touch It, a thick, bard, Inelastic, uuthrtfty feeling hide; and ex¬ 
perience teaches that such a hide covers coarse meat and big 
bones, and that the beast carries an unduo proportion of offal; 
moreover, such a beast usually eats Its bead off before It can be 
got ready for the batcher, by the most skillful feeder. But, says 
some man, It has a fine pedigree, Its produce may be valua¬ 
ble ; keep It for a breeder I Castrate It, sell it, give It away, kill 
It. Breed from Itl Never! We have written sufficient to show 


what we mean by the law of correlation, and tome of 
Its Important applications. It Is to tbe breeder, as 
to - the physician, a law of tbe utmost consequence, 
end should be to them a continual subject of * observation 
observation and study. It Is well for the breeder to assist his 
memory sod correct his judgment by weights, measurements and 
recorded observations of tbe minutest character, both upon the 
living body and ilia slaughtered carcass. The artist perpetually 
studies Mb models, and aids hla practiced and Instructive eye by 
minute and careful measurements, and painstaking comparisons. 
He deeply Btudles tbe anatomy of the human form, I oth In the 
dead and Hying subject; part by part It reveals Itself to him tn 
Its true proportions, neck, shoulder, hip, torso; bis mind becomes 
Impregnated with Its Ideal beauty, and a Greek slave appears as 
the fruit of his conception. Let the breeder take counsel with 
the artist, and It will do him good. Let him make his own office 
a studio with his models In painting, In marble, In bronze, In 
wood, In Ink, In plaster, and above all, wltbln convenient reach 
of the living form Let his mind be upon bis business. Genius 
is great, but Isbor la greater. A man of lesser gifts may, through 
the power of laborious, patteM, painstaking thought and reflec¬ 
tion, surpass his superior In natural endowments, lu comprehen¬ 
sive knowledge of every detail, and Is capable, by these means, of 
overcoming every natural obstacle, and rising to the highest emi¬ 
nence. Success Is at once the evidence and reward of Industry. 

FIbro-Sarcoma lu the Dog. 


New York. 

Editor Cuicago Field :—While on a visit at Morris Plains, 
N. J., my Bttentlon was called by Mr. Charles H. Raymond, of 
" Fox Farm," to his celebrated Laverack bitch Fairy who was 
then suffering from an ugly looking sore, the Induration of which 
reached and was adherent to the right angle of tbe Jaw-bone. Its 
surface was nodular and covered with a glairy secretion contain¬ 
ing pus; had an offensive odor, and the surrounding Bkln was 
almost completely everted. 

On account of the adhesion to the bone, and the true 
character of the tumor being doubtful, excision was contra 
Indicated, and the actual cautery advised. This advice, how 
ever, was Dot acted upon, as tbe bitch was then suckling a lit¬ 
ter of pups; so the tumor continued to grow. 

Iu the middle of August I again saw the tumor, and It was 
now about the size of a tomato, and weighing In the neighborhood 
of a pound. Immediate excision was now considered necessary, 
and was urged as the only chance for the poor animal's life, and 
on August 22, the bitch having been put under the Influence of 
ether, the growth was removed. But little hemorrhage followed 
the operation, except from two small vessels upon which torsion 
was practiced, and the flow of blood controlled; tbe whole surface 
was now thoroughly cauterized with nitric acid, and two sutures 
were applied so as to approximate the edges of tbe lnclsioD, and 
make the granulation process as rapid as possible. 

Two weeks later, I again saw the bitch; she had a cicatrix 
about five Inches long, situated In tbe median line, and In the 
center of which a nodule about the size of a walnut still existed, 
the excision of which was advised, and was a very simple matter 
to execute. The faithful animal had now regained her wonted 
vigor and animation, and bounded forward to greet her master 
and friends; her coat regained It silken luster, and her appetite 
returned. 

Through the kindness of my friend, Prof. J. W. 8. Arnold, of 
the New York University Medical College, who made microscopic 
sections of the tumor, we were enabled to ascertain Its true char¬ 
acter, which proved to be a flbro-sarcoma, Identical In Its anatom¬ 
ical structure with that occurring In man.

Tbe Cause of Snyder’s Death* 


We mentioned last week that Mr. F. A. Howe's well known 
Irish water spaniel, Snyder, had been accidentally killed. From 
a private letter from Mr. Charles E. Felton, we extract the fol¬ 
lowing particulars of his death: “ How It occurred was this: 

I borrowed the dog by the kindness of our friend Mr. Howe, for 
a hunt at Maksawba; the snap, unknown to me, of tbe chain, was 
defective. When I arrived at Maksawba, I handed dog Snyder, 
on chain, to Mr. Grubb, our superintendent, and said to him, 

‘ Please fasten this dog securely In some good place where be 
can not be Injured.' My retriever Suuday had his legs badly 
skinned some days before, at same club house, and therefore the 
Injunction as to Injury. I arrived at about 9 p. m., and Im¬ 
mediately retired. Early thereafter, as I was Informed In the 
morning, the dag had become loosened from the chain, and was 
again chained In the barn. Some time In the night, however, be 
again slipped the chain. At breakfast I requested Mr. Grubb to 
get the dog and give him a light breakfast. The dog could not 
be found. I sent to all neighbors; shot off gun several times; 
notified school teacher and asked her to Inform all her scholars, 
describing Snydor, and offering a reward of 110 to any child who 
would find him for me, etc. I also notified tbe track men on 
railroad, offering same reward, and sent word by them to Ham¬ 
let (east) I sent a man down track to Hannah (west), and the 
man found the dog about one and one-half miles east of our club 
grouuds, nearly dead, In some water on tbe side of the track, 
lie brought me tbe collar. 1 sent Mr. Grubb aud tbe same man 
with flat push hand-car, and brought Soyder’s body to the club 
bouse, dead I He was ou a culvert wlieu engine struck bleu lu 
the rear, a culvert about twenty-five feet long. Ills flesh was 
not much broken, but be was dead. 

“Now you don’t know bow badly I feel at the loss of our friend, 
Mr. Howe. Tbe dog was undoubtedly tbe best retriever in the 
city; was trained by Mr. Howe; and I hardly think be ever 
loaned Mm to any but bis most Intimate sportsmen friends. 1 
must get him another, If I can. Help me to do so. The Imper¬ 
fect chain, of which I was unaware, was the cause of the Iobs; 
but I lost him.”

yards " This was alio a misunderstanding of the printer. The 
columns should have been headed outrage velocity over thirty, forty, 
and fifty gardt.

As to the object of these experiments, I would now say a few 
words They were made so as to present an entirely Independent 
series of facts on the velocity of shot. I had no knowledge of 
similar experiments till I had nearly finished them, and then my 
friend Prof. Rice, of the U. 8 . Naval Academy, showed me a short 
series of only seven such experiments which he had published In 
tbe Rod and Gun In 1875. 

Tbo result* of my experiment* were not known to me till after 
they had all been completed, for I did not begin till then to count 
the number of waves on tbe traces between tbe spark holes. 1 
may here remark that I fired nearly 400 charges to get the num¬ 
bers given In these tables, each number being the average given by 
several experiments. 

Work of this kind Is very delicate and tedious, and requires 
unremitting care In tbe adjuetraente of the apparatus. That 
anomalies may appear In my work, I do not deDy; but this very 
fact shows that I was led by the experiments and abided their 
decision and did not heed the experiments and reject what I did 
not think coincided with any previous conceptions of what they 
ought to show. I indeed had no desire that they should show 
one fact more than another. They are, therefore, of value a# 
entirely Independent and original experiments, and should be so 
regarded. That they might be more complete and accurate, 1 
will not deny. This may be said of any piece of experimental 
work ever executed. To those who desire that they should be as 
complete and conclusive as they wish, I Bay, .try your hands st 
such work and do better with your more abundant leisure and 
skill. I have only made a first step, but my time Is too much 
employed with more Important work to engage further lu them 
at present. 

As to the deduction which I made from these experiments, I 
made them from these experiments. I was not discussing nor 
do I Intend to dlecu*B the experiment* of others. What I desired 
I will again say, was that my experiments ebould*stand on tbilr 
own merits, leaving to the reader to give them whatever weight 
In his opinion they were entitled to; but that they were made 
with every care and with a mind entirely devoted to the search ol 
new facts, no one can doubt who has bad any experience la 
experiments In the velocity of projectiles, and will carefully ex¬ 
amine my work. ... 

I trust that my health may again be soon restored to enable 
me to give them their application this Autumn to a few groutte 
and quails with my seven-pound Greener, over my good Sancho. 
This will be more to the point and certainly more pleasant than 
discussing about what will not make any of us a worse or better 
shot In the field.

Prof. A. M. Mayer’s Explanation of His Experiments 
upon the Velocity of Shot. 

Hohoksn, N. J. 

Editor Chicago Field :—In your Issue of Sept. 18 you re-pub- 
llshed the Ration Advertiser account of my paper read before the 
American Scientific Association, on the velocity of shot. The 
Advertiser prepared this article from notes which I had used In 
presenting my work before the meeting. I did not have tbe 
opportunity of revising thtsartlcle, and so unfortunately quite 
a serious error crept Into the tables of reeults, which I wish now 

t0 In Table 1 the compositor placed the numbers belonging to the 
line "No. 1 buck” on the Hue after “BB,” and the lines of figures 
after ‘‘No. 1 buck" and “FF.” belong respectively to the FF 
and “ BB" lines. Tbe other errors, except one which I ahaU 
mention hereafter, are of minor Importance, and so 1 pit” them 
over. I wish, however, now to dwell at length ou the nature 
and object of these experiments. 

They were made with a tuning-fork chronoscope, constructed 
as follows: A tuning-fork which made 358 vibrations per Becond 
bad a tip of thin foil cemented to the end of one of lta prongs. 
This tip, or style, Just touched a metallic cylinder covered with 
smoked paper. If the fork be vibrated and the cylinder .be at 
rest, the style will make a short line on the cylinder as the fork 
vibrates to and fro, and this line wUl be In the direction parallel 
to the ails on which the cylinder turns; but If the cylinder be 
turned while the fork vibrates, then a wavy line wUl be marked 
by tbe style on It, and each wave will be made In the l-358th 
Of a Becond. This Is the arrangement for getting the time of 
Bight of the shot over various distances.

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The Missouri State Hatchery. 

8t. Joseph, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field ;-At the la.t meeting of our leglsl.- 
ture the fish commissioners secured an approprUtlon of $5,000 
for the purpoee of building a state hatchery, and maintaining the 
commissioners for two yetrs. The citizens of Bt. Joseph, by 
their liberal offer, Induced the commission to locate the hatchery 
at this place. Tbe donation consisted of ten acres of land and 
a beautiful spring of water that is never falling, and will Always 
furnish a sufficient supply for the use of the commlsslousrs for 
hatching the spawn and maintaining the pools, or stock ponds. 
The spring Is 15 by 40 feet square, and baa a Btone wall two feet 
In thickness and five feet high surrounding It, aud Is altuated 
about eighty feet from tbe building; a two-inch p4w cooveys tbs 
water to the buUdlng, and la Imbedded below ttort line In the 
ground. Tbe building Is 20 by 40 feet, and two storteehigh; forth, 
present tbe upper etory will be occupied by tbe superintendent for 
a dwelling, and the lower or first for the hatchery. The grounds 
are not improved any, and the buUdlng not quite completed, but 
will be shortly; and during next year the grounds will be laid out 
and Improved; the building cost $1,500, and as more room is re¬ 
quired It will be enlarged. 

H The first Installment of California salmon, 200,000 eggs, was 
received veeterday, by express from Chicago.

Pike-Perch in Russia.—' The aandra (lucwperca sauiira) la 
found In nearly all the lakes and rivers of Russia. It likes clear 
snd deep waters. In the lower Volga they are taken Id the 
Spring In very large numbers, and dried. It 1 b calculated that 
45 000,000 are Uken every year, and Id the Delta of Couban 
they Uke annually 7,000,000 of these fish. TM re Is a large sx- 
nort of the roe of this fish, which Is sent to Greece and Turkey. 
This preparation, which Is principally made In the Sea of Azov, 
and, above all, by tbe Cossacks of Couban. Is said to amount 
annually to from fifteen to twenty thousand pounds. The roes 
are simply Uken out, placed In barrels, and salted. A consider¬ 
able quantity of fat is found In the Intestines of the samlran. 
This Is collected, washed, and the oil derived from It Is used as 
a substitute for vegetable oil during fast days. This oil Is also 
used to a considerable extent In the preparation of caviare, i. e., 
the roe of sturgeon. The sandra Is found also In Hungary, es¬ 
pecially In the Thelsz and In the Lake of Balaton, where it ac¬ 
quires an excellent Uste. Here also there 1s an eaUbUsbment 
for drying and exporting this fish. I have this on the authority ^ 
of a writer In the Proceedings of the Acclimatization Society of 
Paris.—F. Bccklanb, In Land and Water. 

A Bio Fox River Babs.—A urora, Ill .—Editor Chicago Field: 

_There was caught on Nov. 1 at the mill dam at North Aurora, 

Kane county, Ill, out of Fox river, a black bass weighing seven 
pounds and one ounce. It measured twenty-three Inches In 
lenirtb, and seven and three-quarter Inches across the tall. It 
was caught by William Messenger, of Aurora, on medium fly and 
bait, rod and reel, and small minnow used for bait. I have per¬ 
sonally Inspected, measured and weighed this fish. Although 
I claim but little technical knowledge, I judge It to be of the 
small mouth variety. After many years’ residence and fishing In 
Illinois this Is the largest fish of. this variety I have ever seen In 
the West, and the oldeet sportsmen In this place Btate the same. 
Mr. Messenger caught, at the same time and place, three other 
base weighing nearly four pounds each, and one weighing over 
five pounds. All statement* of fact in this letter are bonajlde, 
and can be vouched for by dozens of good citlzenB.

Tbe discovery has the same relat on to 
the fisheries’ industries ae that concerning the Spanish mackerel.
